How  to  Reach  Our  Yard  in  Oakland — Take  any  Oakland,  Berkeley  or  Alameda  car,  transfer  to 
Piedmont  avenue  car,  get  off  at  Forty-first  street,  near  Piedmont  Key  Route  Station.  Patrons  from  San 
Francisco  take  Key  Route  ferry  boat  to  Oakland  ;  then  the  Key  Route  train  for  Piedmont  Station. 

Planting — We  use  every  precaution  to  deliver  healthy,  vigorous  stock,  but  the  measure  of  your  success 
will  depend  upon  the  planting  and  care  given,  as  careless  or  ignorant  handling  kills  thousands  of  fine  trees 
and  plants  every  season.  Avoid  unnecessary  exposure  of  roots  to  the  air.  In  the  case  of  evergreens  that 
are  “balled,”  do  not  remove  the  burlap.  Plant  as  received ;  only  cut  the  string  around  the  top,  then 
loosen  the  burlap  after  the  tree  is  set.  If  you  cannot  plant  immediately  on  receipt,  always  “heel”  in 
the  trees  so  their  roots  may  be  in  contact  with  good  soil.  An  hour’s  exposure  of  roots  to  wind 
or  sun  may  kill  any  tree;  this  is  especially  true  of  evergreens.  In  planting  cut  off  the  bruised  or 
broken  roots  with  a  sharp  knife. 

If  the  soil  is  good  and  properly  prepared,  only  a  hole  large  enough  to  easily  take  the  roots  need  be 
dug,  but  better  results  can  always  be  obtained  by  digging  out  a  large  space  and  filling  in  with  good  top 
soil.  In  setting  the  trees,  do  not  put  deeper  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery,  excepting  some  dwarfs,  which 
go  a  little  deeper.  But  now  comes  the  important  detail,  the  neglect  of  which  is  responsible  for  many 
failures — 

Be  sure  lo  pack  the  earth  solidly  around  the  roots.  Leaving  the  ground  loose  after  planting  has 
caused  tremendous  losses  that  generally  and  are  unjustly  blamed  to  the  nurseryman.  Another  cause  of 
great  loss  is  the  wind  working  the  newly  set  trees  loose  from  the  soil.  This  kills  them.  Always  stake 
newly  set  trees  if  in  a  windy  situation.  After  trees  are  set,  make  a  plan  of  the  grounds,  marking  the  differ¬ 
ent  varieties;  then  remove  the  wire  labels,  as  they  may  damage  the  growing  limbs.

DEFINITIONS  OF  ROSE  TYPES 

TEA  (T).  Includes  the  more  delicate  types,  with 
slender  buds,  and  usually  not  very  vigorous  growers. 

HYBRID  TEA  (H.  T.)  A  vigorous,  free-blooming 
group  usually  fragrant.  The  result  of  crossing  between 
the  Teas  and  Perpetuals.  Most  of  our  popular  roses  are 
from  this  group. 

HYBRID  PERPETUAL  (H  P.)  A  very  vigorous  up¬ 
right  growing  group  with  the  blooms  highly  fragrant. 
Foliage  is  usually  quite  dull. 

PERNETIANA  (Per.)  A  new  group  introduced  from 
France,  including  highly  colored  types  as  a  result  of 
hybridizing  Australian  Briars  and  Hybrid  Perpetuals. 

POLYANTHA  (Pol.)  A  varied  group  which  hears  its 
flowers  in  clusters.  Usually  small  individual  flowers. 


ROSE  CULTURE 

LOCATION 

As  a  general  rule  it  is  best  to  plant  roses  in  a  sunny 
location.  Heavy  shaded  locations  will  generally  produce 
fewer  blossoms  and  many  blighted  buds.  A  few  climbers 
may  be  planted  in  partial  shade  with  good  results.  Be 
sure  that  the  location  is-  one  that  drains  well,  as  the  rose 
does  not  do  well  in  soggy  soil.  If  possible  plant  the 
bushes  where  they  will  be  sheltered  from  the  wind  and 
also  where  lawn  sprinklers  will  not  spray  the  bloom. 
Either  wind  or  spray  will  cause  a  blighted  bud. 

PLANTING 

During  the  winter  months  rose  bushes  are  often  pur¬ 
chased  bare  root,  in  which  case,  great  care  should  be 
taken  in  planting.  Dig  a  hole  about  twice  as  deep  and 
wide  as  the  length  of  the  root  stock,  then  fill  in  with 
good  loose  soil  to  the  desired  depth.  Next,  spread  the 
roots  evenly  on  this  soil  and  fill  in  with  loose  soil.  The 


bush  should  be  planted  two  or  three  inches  deeper  than 
when  dug.  Leave  a  good  sized  basin  around  the  plant 
and  settle  the  loose  soil  with  water  as  soon  as  possible. 
Do  not  mix  manure  in  the  soil  around  the  roots,  as  this 
practice  is  apt  to  burn  the  new  tender  roots.  A  top 
dressing  of  well-rotted  manure  may  be  placed  around 
the  plant  on  the  surface,  keeping  it  three  or  four  inches 
from  the  stem.  This  manure  may  be  worked  into  the 
soil  after  a  month  or  two. 

Budded  roses  should  be  watched  carefully  and  suckers 
appearing  removed  by  digging  down  to  the  root  and 
taking  out  clean. 

SOIL 

Roses  do  best  in  a  heavy  soil;  not  a  soggy  soil,  but 
a  soil  such  as  heavy  loam  or  adobe.  When  your  plant¬ 
ing  has  to  be  done  in  a  light  soil  it  is  advisable  to  dig 
a  large  hole  and  fill  in  with  good  heavy  soil  brought 
in  from  another  location. 

PRUNING 

The  best  time  to  prune  rose  bushes  is  late  fall,  just 
before  the  rainy  season.  This  should  not  be  necessary 
until  the  third  year,  and  thereafter  every  two  years. 
Remove  old,  heavy  stems  well  down  to  the  base,  leaving 
a  stub  with  two  or  three  buds  to  develop  the  new  wood. 
The  best  roses  will  be  borne  on  this  new  growth,  so 
keep  this  growth  coming  regularly. 

FERTILIZING 

Manure,  or  good  commercial  fertilizer,  should  be  ap¬ 
plied  every  year.  The  best  time  being  late  fall  after 
pruning.  Spread  a  layer  of  manure  about  two  feet  wide 
and  four  inches  thick  all  around  the  bush  and  gradually 
work  into  the  soil.  The  winter  rains  will  carry  this  food 
to  the  plant’s  roots  as  needed. 

INSECT  CONTROL  AND  DISEASE 

Mildew  and  aphis  or  green  fly  are  the  most  trouble¬ 
some,  and  the  remedy  for  this  is  spraying  or  dusting. 

Blighted  buds  turning  brown  and  not  opening  is  quite 
common  in  a  few  varieties  during  the  cool  weather, 
especially  the  red  roses.  The  only  real  remedy  seems 
to  be  the  change  of  weather.
